Highway controversy con* 
a feverish pitch in Nebras­ 
ka, The center of the controversy is the es­ 
timated $55 million expenditure of funds for 
construction of the Interstate through the 
center of the city of Omaha and across the 
Missouri River. 
Representatives

cities from Lincoln on west will mnct in 
Kearney this coming Sunday to map out a 
plan ol action to tight the Omaha project 
The group is not only on sound ground 
in doing this, but something such as this is 
apparently the 
o nl y 
thing that will stop the 
Omaha 
juggernaut 
from gobbling up all 
of the Interstate funds 
that will be available over the next three to 
five y ears. The first thing that should be 
determined is the degree of possibility which 
exists. This has to do with the amount of 
funds which could be diverted from the 
Omaha project without being lost to the state 
entirely . There would be little point in stop- 
pingOmaha construction if the money would 
then simply be lost to the state. 
But this is about the only 
unanswered 
rpiestion which remains. The fact 
that the 
Omaha Interstate is a mistake 
Is 
o b- 
\ious that it is surprising it has 
been con­ 
tinued b> the present state administration, 
despite the fact that it was the o riginal 
plan 
o f the preceding administration 
Acting State Engineer John Hossack ga\e 
a pitifullv weak argument in favor of the 
Omaha plan at a meeting this week of the 
Nebraska Highway -Heavy Chapter ol the 
Associated General Contractors of Amer­ 
ica. The Interstate, he said, was designed 
not only to provide thoroughfares between 
metropolitan areas, but also to construct 
radial freeway s within cities. 
★ 
‘ The case for modern, access-controlled 
freeway s in metropolitan areas is supported 
mainly by the fact that highway facilities 
must be provided to lake traffic where it 
wants to go. 
We are directed by law to 
design the Interstate Highway that will pro­ 
vide equal service to local as well as through 
traffic,” Hossack said. If this is the case, 
why does not the Interstate run through the 
middle of Lincoln and through the middle 
ol every other Nebraska community which 
lies in its path0 
Mr. Hossack has a much different idea o f 
the Interstate

This is the concept 
which is being followed in Lincoln and the 
concept which should be followed in Oma­ 
ha. 


When Mr. Ho ssack say s the highway must

o f streets, no t an Interstate. The mistake 
in Mr. Ho ssack's reaso ning lies in his ef­ 
fo rt to make two to tally different things 
lo o k like the same thing.

sis on economic development combine to 
give comfort to the West, just as it must 
convev a measure of disappointment to the 
Communist Fast.

The annual report actually summarizes a 
painstaking day -by -day study of the actual 
performance of crop strains in the field, 
capped by advice on w hat should be dropped

Such a service, which rests on the col­ 
lege’s basis in scientific review 
demon­ 
strates the great usefulness ot the institu­ 
tion in a field other than teaching students.

production 
to 
underproduced 
crops which could be grown successfully 
in this region. The introduction of safflower 
into Nebraska is an example. 
Improved techniques and the increasing 
use ol irrigation have eliminated important 
barriers to crops which were once thought 
not to be suitable to Nebraska. Their intro­ 
duction is not a function of the operating 
farmer, but should come through painstak­ 
ing research ot an institution especially 
fitted lor the work. 
The farm problem will never be solved 
by concentration on just one phase ol t a nn­ 
ing. or by price rigging that deals with re­ 
sults rather than causes. It will take re­ 
sourcefulness at all points—and diversifica­ 
tion is an important point to attack.

It is hardly to be expected that an ad­ 
ministration in its last y ear in office would 
attempt to initiate new ideas in its farm 
program. For this reason the Eisenhower 
Benson proposals to the 86th Congress are 
following conventional lines. 
It also would be impracticable tor the 
Democratic congressional majority to at- 
tempt to torce down the throat of Secretary 
Benson its own views of farm relief. Such a 
body of law perforce must leave a broad 
area of discretion to the secretary , and that 
in itself could be enough to prevent a new 
farm program from getting off the ground. 
So it seems that agriculture can expect 
little more in the coming weeks than an 
attempt by the administration to get tho 
patity principle out of wheat after the m an­ 
ner it was removed from corn, and to fur- 
ther expand the soil bank program. In re- 


Enlarged Soil Bank? 
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sped to the latter the administration will 
ask tor an additional $1.8 billion over a 
three y ear period to increase from 28 mil­ 
lion to 60 million the number of acres in the 
program. 
The fact that the soil bank program has 
been generally accepted, for which money 
can be had with much less outcry than anv 
other form of farm pay ment, does not add 
to the validity of the scheme which has 
serious shortcomings. 
Phe billions that are being paid out for the 
program are not buy ing permanent relict, 
but 
rather buy ing deferment. Ultimately 
that land will all be back in cultivation to 
cuntnbute again to over production. And the 
lad that the general price support program 
does not require participation in the land 
take-out program works against the full ef­ 
fect ot lowered production. 
It would be a more sensible program if 
it emphasized land purchase rather than 
lease, and if it withdrew soil under lease 
agreement to prepare that soil for diversifi­ 
cation. 
Before the Congress decides to dig down 
for this new $18 billion it had best reflect 
upon what it is going to get in the long run 
lor its money —and what long range good 
the landowner is going to get, too.
